temporary structures. 


Refugees at Work. 


A crew of 
men. mostly refugees, 
was set to work on the first new 
building, a temporary home for Mayor 
W illiam s and his fam ily, which also 
will be used as headquarters until a 
separate building 
has bien erected 
for that purpose. 
Clothing, 
tents, 
bedding, 
general 
household effects and workmen's tools 
were distributed from the relief cars 
all day. 
Governor Eberhart has received in­ 
formation that generous subscriptions 
are being 
received 
by the various 
brandies of the Red Cross through 
the state and a telegram from W in 
nipeg announced that tho city council 
had made an appropriation of $2,000 
for the relief work. 
Special attention w ill be given to 
homesteaders and others to the south 
Lumber will be given to those who 
wish to build, household goods w ill 
be 
provided, cows and 
horses fur­ 
nished wherever possible and they w ill 
be given such material assistance as 
will help them over until they are 
able to get back on their feet. 
Much of the partly burned timber is 
valuable if not left standing too long 
This tim ber the 
lumber companies 
have agreed to buy, thus assuring a 
large number of the settlers work and 
a 
eomi>etenee 
during 
the 
winter 
months. 
In laying out the town particular 
attention will be paid to the sanitary 
arrangements, as there was an epi­ 
demic of typhoid fever in the village 
at the tim e of the fire and there are 
still nineteen cases in old Baudette 
and Rainy River. 
Most of these are 
being cared for under the direction of 
Dr. T. C. Clark of Stillw ater and two 
trained nurses, who came on the St. 
Paul relief train. 


residents of the fire swept district re 
ported as burned have been accounted 
for alive and that the death list in 
his opinion would not exceed IOO.

Washington, Oct. 13.— President Taft 
is considering United States Senator 
Root for appointment as chief justice 
of the supreme court. 
No decision has 
been reach* d yet by Mr. Taft in re­ 
gard to the chief justiceship, but Sena­ 
tor Root is regarded by him at this 
time with much favor. 
There is good 
reason to believe that Mr. Root would 
accept the place if it were offered to 
him. 
This was learned on excellent 
authority. 
Senator Root’s chances for appoint­ 
ment will depend largely, however, on 
the result of the coming election in 
New York. 
If a Republican legisla­ 
ture is elected the senator’s chances 
will be increased, for his appointment 
under any other circumstances would 
mean the surrender of his stat to the 
Democrats. 
It would mean, too. that 
New York state would be represented 
in the senate by two Democrats, Sena­ 
tor Depew’s term expiring on March 4 
next. 
If the election in New York 
s ta te 
goes against 
the 
Republicans 
the senator him self probably will not 
consider a proposition which would in­ 
volve the handing over of his seat to 
the opposition.

top of the knoll, pressed the muzzle 
of the revolver against the roof of his 
mouth and pulled the trigger.

lifeless form was found there by the 
police an hour later.

cent in the case of the Pennsylvania 
railroad— the increased cost of living, 
; which bears upon every operative in 
! the railroad service, and the increased 
cost of maintenance of a railw ay serv­ 
ice adequate to the needs of the Am er­ 
ican people. 
He testified that the results of the 
constant increases in the business of 
the Pennsylvania railroad, through a 
long period of years, had been dis­ 
tributed either through reduction in 
rates, increases in amounts paid for 
wages and material, or by reinvest­ 
ments in property not capitalized. He 
expressed the belief that a property 
of the magnitude of the Pennsylvania, 
rendering a service satisfactory to Its 
patrons and "deriving, as it did derive 
in 1909, net earnings to the amount 
of only 5.01 per cent of the amount 
a< tuftily invested 
in the 
property,” 
was entitled to fair consideration by 
the government and by the people and 
he could not understand how a system 
of rates which secured such results 
could tie regarded as on too high a 
basis. 
Tile hearing was conducted before 
the full commission, Chairman M artin 
A. Knapp presiding. 
It was attended 
by railroad officials from all parts of 
the Eastern trunk line territory.

Colonel Roosevelt took it up and at­ 
tacked the men involved in the legis­ 
lative scandal as vigorously as he did 
in his sjieech last month at the Ham­ 
ilton club banquet in Chicago, from 
which Senator lx>rimer was excluded. 
At the dinner Bourke Cockran of 
New York, Richard Henry Little of 
Chicago and Dr. R. Em m et Kane of St. 
Louis made speeches before Colonel 
Roosevelt delivered his address, 
Governor Deneen, who reached Peo­ 
ria from Green Valley, where he left 
the Roosevelt train to address the Taz- 
well county fair, arrived in time for 
the dinner.

“The control which the state has 
had in the past has been beneficial 
because under it the 2-cent fare has 
been established and the passes and 
rebates have been abolished. 
Fears No Passenger Rate Change. 
“Inasmuch as the earnings of the 
railway 
companies 
have 
increased 
under the 2-cent fare we have no rea­ 
son to believe that an effort will be 
made to re-establish the 2-cent fare. 
If, however, a move should he made in 
this direction by the railroads I shall 
assert all the power reposed in me 
as governor to prevent such action. 
In such event I shall see to it that 
the railroad corporations have all the 
protection afforded them under the 
law, but no more. 
“Many eminent railroad men favor 
the control which is now in the state 
and I believe that the people have no 
apprehension that their wishes will 
be thwarted by the railroads. 
The 
state is ably represented by former 
Atty. Gen. E. T. Young and th** rights 
of the state will be fully protected in 
the courts.” 
There was no waiting to see what 
the sentim ent of the interests might 
be in the matter.

ed later by the New York Republicans i 
under the leadership of Mr. Roosevelt j 
—Governor Eberhart makes some ef* I 
foetive comparisons between its planks 
and the airy generalities of the Demo- 
cratie 
document. 
The 
Republican I 
pledges are definite and clear, and 
they are reiterated by Governor Eber­ 
hart with expository details. 
In th** m atter of county option the 
Governor reiterates his pledge to sign 
any bill of that nature the Legislature 
passes.

Use of the Barograph on 
planes and Balloons. 
W hat the compass is to the mariner 


1 tho barograph is to tin* aviator. 
The 
barograph is an Instrument for meas 
m ing altitudes. 
The pressure of the 
ail’ as it increases or decreases causes 
a delicate needle to trace a wavy line 
upon a cylinder which revolves by 
clockwork. 
This line indicates not 
( only tile exact height that is reached 
by the aviator, hut also tin* speed a* 
which Ii** is traveling. 
The barograph is kept in a weathe. 
: proof box with a glass front, which is 
attached to a lair of the aeroplane or 
I to a rope on the balloon. 
It is official­ 
ly sealed before til** aviator embarks. 
so there is no possibility of tampering 
with it, and the seal is taken off in 
til** presence of witnesses at the etui 
of flu* flight. 
In this way it is possi 
hie to establish absolutely and graph 
lea fly the altitude which an aviator 
attains in his aeroplane or balloon 
It is necessary for the aviator to 1 
watch tin* barograph constantly, as it 
indicutes a change in the elevation al 
1 
most to tilt* ft*ot. 
The sky pilot has to I 
keep his eye on the indicator much as 
til** man at the wheel of the seagoing 
ship watches his compass. Should th** 
aeroplane or th** balloon rise or fall 
t**ii or twenty feet the aviator would 
not he cons* ions of it unless he looked 
at th** wavering needle trucing its ' 
permanent record on a chart before 
him. 
This tells him immediately of 
any changes in the nature of the ait ! 
currents mid gives him timely warning 
of aerial dangers. 
These instruments are so delicate 
and so accurate, it is said, that a man 
might hang one of them about his 1 
neck in its glass ease or carry it in his 
hand and climb a flight of stairs, the I 
height of his ascent being graphically 
indicated by the inked needle on the 
machine.—New York Dress.
